TO CUT RETAILERS’ PROFITS

If the price-fixing schedules on ooal
do not result in a real saving to the
American housesholder, then the govern-
ment will step in and take the entire
coal cutput of the country In its own

hands.

H. A. Garfield, the new coal adminis-
trator, who has issued a statement on

the subject.

Regulations Will Be Strict.

Regulations governing coal transac-
tll:n'ua“:| probably will bes made publie
within a few days. They will provide
for a licensing system for operators
and jobbers and for an extension of the
svstem to retail transactlons if retall
rices are fixed.
préoeme officials still are of the opinion
that it will not become necessary to fix
retail prices and that the situation can
be handled satisfactorily with prices
set for operators and jobbers. They be-
lieve the government has done enough
when it fixes prices down to the com-
munities and that communities can
care for the situation as it applies to
them.

This position is supported by the ar-
gument that it will be extremely diffi-
cult to maintain a flat scale of retail
prices due to varying costs of handling
in different communities.

To Carry Specific Measures.

The coal regulations to be issued will
carry specific measures to deal with
distribution and appertionment prob-
lems. The intention is to distribute
coal first in communities in which it is
most needed and to prevent the prac-
tice of duplicating freight haudls, Pur-
chasers will be required to buy cogl at
mines nearest, and an operator in In-
diana will not be permitted to sell in
Pennsylvania or another eastern state
where an eastern mine could serve the
particular customer with a shorter
freight haul

Dr. Garfield conferred yesterday with
representatives of the coal Industry
and recelved suggestions concerning
the situation and the operators’ ideas
as to how it best may be handled.

1t was made clear to the operators
that Inefficient producers in the indus-
try will suffer and that some individu-
als will be forced out of business, but
that the position of the government as
set forth is that the industry itself and
the public will benefit thereby.

Action of Administration
Fixing Coal Prices Pleasing

to Anthracite Operators

PHILADELPHIA, August 25.—Satis-

faction was expressed by representa-
tives of the leading anthracite coal
operators in this city last night over

the prices fixed by President Wilson
under the new law.

E. J. Montgomery, general coal agent
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal
and Iron Company, was optimistic to-
ward the future of the coal industry
as related to both producer and con-
sumer.

“Naturally,” said he, “we feel that the
President's proclamation of prices is a
compliment to us. It is what we have
been eaying all along. These prices
are fixed after the Federal Trade Com-
mission had gone thoroughly into the
cost of producing coal. It is our vindi-
cation and acquits us of the charge of
grasping, abnormal prices.

“As to the retallers’ prices, wait and
see what action the coal administrator
takes concerning them. Sinece the pres-
ent scale makes little change from that
already set, for this fall, that of itself
would not change the retail prices, ex-
cept so far as they are affected by the
elimination of the profits of jobbers
and speculators.

*“The people have no reason to fear a
coal famine this winter. If every one
would buy as he needs there would be
sufficient coal and no one would suffer
from lack of heat.”

TEMPORARY LACK OF ICE
IN WASHINGTON REPORTED

of Ammonia and City's In-
creased Population.

There is an ice shortage in Washington,
due to a lack of ammonia and also to the
big demand resulting from the great in-
crease of population.

According to A. A. Chapin. president of
the Chapin-Sacks Manufacturing Com-
pany. the shorfage is only temporary. MNr.
Chapin said it is due to the fact that the
population of the District has increased
nearly 100,900 and also because the manu-
facturers are unable to get ammonia for
the manufacture of ice. He declared that
all of the plants have felt the shortage.
Certain articles usad in the manufacture
of ammonia, he said, came from Europe,
and there has been some trouble in obtain-
ing them.

Yesterday the situation was relieved con-
sgiderably as a result of shipments of ice
from Fhiladelphia. Other cargoes are ex-
pected to arrive today from Richmond,
Philadelphia and Baltimore.

Mr. Chapin stated that his firm has
twenty-five drums of ammonia, weighing
2,500 pounds, on the way here and that
there will =oon be plenty of ice. He stated
that at this time last year the ice manu-
facturers in the District had a surplus and

that the present shortage wias in no way
due to the weather. He declared it to be,
chiefly due to an unusual demand. |

Shortening of the working day of|
wage enrners in the District of Colum- |
bia is noted in a census of manufac- |
tures for 1914, just issued by the bu-!
reau of the census. In 1%09, the report
shows, 2,168, or 281 per cent of the
total average number of wage earners
in all industries, were employed in es-
tablishments where the prevalling hours
of labor were sixty or more per week,
whereas in 1914 the number of wage

earners in this class had decreased to

1,603, or 18.1 per cent.
On the other hand, the number of
wage earners whose working hours

were less than sixty per week Increased
from 5,638 in 1909 to 7,274 in 1814, rep-
Hsenting 71.0 per cent and 819 per
cent, respectively, of the total. Dur-
ing the same period there was a marked

increase in the proportion that wage
earners  in  establishments operating
forty-eight hours and less per wm.-'.il
formed of the total. This group con-|
tiined more than 50 per cent of all
wage earners employed. The industries

Value of District Products.

The manufactured products of the
District in 1914 were valued at $28975, -
241, and the average number of age
earners emploved in its manufacturing
industries was 8877, exclusive of the

At each of the last three
censuzes the output of manufactures,
as measured by value, representéd only
one-tenth of 1 per cent of the total for
the United States. ¢

JACKSON FORESAW TRAITORS.

Former President in Will Recognized
Possibility of Domestic Plotters.

That the honor of the United States
might be asszailed by “domestic trai-
tors” as well ns by foreign foes, was

j recognized by President Andrew Jack-

son. In his will, executed June 7, 1843,
and filed with the register of wills
here, the hero of New Orleans uses the
expression several times.

He left to a nephew, Andrew J. Don-
elson, a handsome sword, presented to
the general by the state of Tennessee,
with this injunction, “that he fail not
to use it when necessary in support
and protection of our glorious Union,
and for the protection of the consti-
tutional rights of our beloved country
should they be assailed by foreign ene-
mies or domestic traitors.”

To a grandnephew, Andrew Jackson
Coffee, was given a sword presented to
Gen. Jackson by the rifie company of
New Orleans. The recipient was en-
joined to “wield it in the protection of
the rights secured to the American
citizens under our glorious Constitu-
tion against all invaders, whether for-
eign foes or domestic traitors.”

Naval Constructor Kendall Dead.

The Navy Department is informed
that Assistant Naval Constructor
Charlgs S. Kendall died Tuesday at
Portsmouth, N. H.,, where he was em-
ployed. He was from Pennsylvania, and
wag appointed to the naval construc-
tion corps in July last, having pre-
viously served in the navy as a chief
carpenter.
